More from your lawn mower

1 may be stretching the point to say that there is an 


art to mowing a lawn. On the other hand, there’s 
more to it than just pushing the mower across the 
grass. You can’t expect to do a good job unless your 
mower is properly used 

Modern lawn mowers will give good service over a 
long period of time-—if you take good care of them. 
Lawns studded with stones and twigs will dull and pit 
the blades. Frequent jarring against walls or trees 
may throw the mower out of line. And, of course, a 
mower needs to be oiled, greased, cleaned, and ad- 
justed regularly to do its best work. 

Lawns should be mowed when they need it, not at 
any set time. Close mowing will remove so much of the 
leaves that the grass plants may starve, while grass too 
long will thin out in an effort to reach the light. About 
11% inches is considered the ideal height to cut most 
eTass 

As a general rule, don’t mow wet grass because it 
tends to flatten down. Many of the blades aren’t cut, 
and the lawn is uneven when it dries and the grass 
springs back up. Besides, the weight of mower wheels 
and feet tend to pack down wet earth and make it 
difficult for grass to grow 

You'll find other tips on the proper care and use 
of a mower on this and following pages. They’re all 
suggestions which will help you have a neater, better- 
looking lawn with less work.

A. the conclusion of his book, Crusade in Europe, General 


Eisenhower summed up his ideas on what we must do if we 
really want democratic institutions and ideals to survive. 

“The areas in which freedom flourishes will continue to 
shrink,” he said, ‘‘unless the supporters of democracy match 
Communist fanaticism with clear and common understand- 
ing that the freedom of men is at stake; meet Communist- 
regimented unity with the voluntary unity of common pur- 
pose; and, above all, annul Communist appeals to the 
hungry, the poor, the oppressed, with practical measures un- 
tiringly prosecuted for the elimination of social and econo- 
mic evils that set men against men.” 

It is significant that General Eisenhower should place 
the greatest emphasis on the eliminauon of social and eco- 
nomic evils. It has its world-wide application, of course, 
but it also brings us right back home to our own national 
problems. One of these problems is housing.

At last there’s a muscle-saver that lets you kill weed 
trees and clear off brushy land without breaking vour 
back over a grubbing hoe and ax. Chemists know it as 
a combination of 2,4-D and 2,4,5-T (this latter I de- 
scribed in Better Homes @ Gardens in February 1945. 
Now as a brush killer, vou can get it already mixed 
and ready for use. You apply it just above the base 
of the trunk or stems. Even the toughest specimens, 


the ones formerly resistant to straight 2,4*D, succumb 








to this mixture in a hurry. One exception is Japanese 
honeysuckle which is killed more quickly with the 
ester forms of straight 2.4-D. Read the label on your 
package, to make certain which you’re getting when 
vou buy a weed killer. 


How fast do trees grow? 


Popular misconceptions of the rate of growth of trees 
are hard to kill. In a recent bulletin of the famous 
Morton Arboretum in Illinois, I observed that the 
silver maple, often planted because it is supposed to be 
fast-growing, actually made less growth over a 10-vear 
period than did American, Chinese or Moline elms, 
thornless honeylocusts, svcamores, and little-leaf lin- 
dens, all far more desirable wrees. The svcamore, 
planted as a 6-foot specimen, grows fastest of all, near-

Deadlier than DVT —— 


By Dr. Rh. Milton Carleton 


1 is called parathion (para-Thigh-own). Name any 
common insect harmful to plants, indoors or out, and the 
chances are—with few exceptions—that parathion will 
destroy it, utterly. 

American scientists found parathion’s formula when 
they raided the I. G. Farben Corporation files in Ger- 
many after the war, under the code No. E 605. Formu- 
lated as one of a number of phosphorus combat poisons, 
it had failed, and wound up in the files as a possible future 
insecticide. 

It has been used by many orchardists and by prac- 
tically every greenhouse of any size in the United States 
and Canada for more than a year now, but you haven't 
heard much about it because the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture toxicologists have not yet approved 
it for vegetable growers or for vou to use around home. 
There's still too little known about what it will do to you. 

So potent is this new killer that it is creating problems 
all its own. In 1948 rose prices on the cut-flower market 
dropped several times, due to market gluts. These gluts 
were the direct result of the use of parathion by most big 
growers, so that many of them were cutting two to three 
times the number of perfect blooms they had been able to 
grow before. So much top-notch material reached the 
market that prices sagged. 

I expect something of the same sort will happen in 
other fields as well. I suspect that apple production for 
1949 will increase without much expansion in the number 
of trees of bearing age. The secret will be parathion, 
which can wipe out redspider mite, eggs and all, in one 
or two sprayings 

When released, it ought to be 
growers too, who have never been able to spray often or 


a boon to home fruit 


well enough to save a crop from worms. On apples, three 
applications of parathion with simple equipment prom- 


ise complete control. 
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Unless some unforseen condition shows up it should be 
the perfect spray or dust for vegetables, since any applica- 
tion is usually dispelled within a week to 10 days, leaving 
no poisonous residue. I have seen a number of test plots 
spraved with amazing success. 

The best description I have heard of the power of 
parathion came from an orchardist: *“This stuff is actu- 
ally as good as the public thinks DDT is.”’ 

Just as the average man believes DDT can control any 
insect at any time, anywhere, parathion comes close to 
being able to do that. Last summer I saw two pear trees 
in an area where the pear psylla usually causes severe in- 
jury. One had been sprayed with parathion, the other 
left untreated. The sprayed tree was like a catalog illus- 


tration of a perfect pear—clean, healthy, and covered 


with dark green foliage. The unsprayed check was coated 
with the black, sticky substance characteristic of pear 


psylla, obviously in terrible shape 


‘ 
- more dramatic was an orchard all but abandoned 
by the owner the year before when eight sprayings a year 
failed to make a crop. This time he sprayed half his trees 
three times with parathion, the other half cight times 
with DDT 


was distressing to see 


In spite of the eight sprayings, the DDT side 
vellowing foliage, stunted fruit on 
the trees and the smell of decaying windfalls evervwhere 
The trees sprayed with parathion were so clean it was 
like coming into another country to walk among them. 
Here were dark green healthy leaves, and fruit like state 
fair exhibits. Except for a lonesome mud dauber gather- 
ing mud at a pool, I could see no sign of insect life in the 
parathion-treated side of the orchard 

if nlike DD I > parathion does not kill off bees and other 
pollinating insects essential to a good fruit crop. The trees 
are sprayed before the blossoms are open, before the bees 
have been attracted to them.

| if you can, how the most 
minute fragment of life—a single cell, just 
on the fringe of the microscopic world—can 


divide and redivide to make the billions of 


cells in the body of a baby. Think of the in- 
erdinate number of tissues and organs that 
sprang from this initial fleck of clay: the 
hair, the nails, the skin, the brain, the eyes, 
the ductless glands. Each step of the creative 
process represents a series of exquisitely in- 
tricate events, each timed to the other in 
hair-line sequence. 

Almost any high-school biology student 
feels competent to explain the facts of life. 
The research man lacks this self-assurance. 
There are, he readily admits, great gaps in 
his knowledge. At best, he can supply only 
the crudest outline of the stirring drama. 

It has not been his fortune to observe the 
evolution of a human life—as Dr. William 
Beaumont last century charted man’s di- 
gestive processes. Beaumont, an army sur- 
geon stationed at Mackinac Island, had as a 












































patient a French-Canadian whose abdomen 
had been opened by a gunshot wound. The 
wound failed to heal, and for several years 
Beaumont made direct observation on the 
human digestive process. 

Lacking such an opportunity to study hu- 
man reproduction, scientists have pieced to- 
gether the picture as best they can. They 
have used X-rays to peer into the womb and 
observe the growing life. They have studied 
the end products of abortion to visualize the 
orderly steps of fetal development. And they 
have performed thousands of autopsies on 
pregnant women who died of accident or 
disease. 

Furthermore, they have checked their 
findings with studies of animals—the devel- 
opment of all mammalian life being re- 
markably the same. The sperms of horses 
and the eggs of sheep look almost exactly 
like their human counterparts. A whale and 
a mouse spring from eggs approximately the 
same size as those that produce a human 
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life. In the early stages of development, it is 
almost impossible to tell a dog’s embryo from 
a human embryo. And, later on, it is similar- 
ly difficult to differentiate between the man 
child and the monkey. 

Each month one or the other of a woman’s 
two ovaries— small (an inch and a half long), 
almond-shaped glands that hang on either 
side of the pelvis— produce a single egg. The 
egg is a minute, fragile, opalescent thing so 
tiny as to be barely visible to the sharpest

of an inch in diameter. It would require 
2,000,000 eggs to fill a sewing thimble. Stull,

@ Water the rows before planting. Shade with 
folded newspapers, burlap, or a veil of grass clip- 
pings. Remove burlap and paper when the first 
green seedlings start humping up into the light. 

@ Space vour seedlings. You can thin by trans- 
planting. Move enough seedlings so that each has 
room to develop. This is 12 to 20 inches for zinnias 
and the larger marigolds, as little as 8 inches apart 
for sweet alyssum, | hlox, and portulaca.

Does the basement look as though 
it had been painted recently to 
conceal repairs? Sniff the air—is 
it musty? The basement is a good 
place to look for chewed paper 
scraps and other signs of rodents. 
Check for a basement drain (6) 
pour water down it to see that it 
works. Open the windows (metal- 
framed best)—if they 
stick, they may be squeezed by too 
much pressure on the sill. Gaps 
around basement windows (7) will 
mean drafts, and show poor work- 
manship. Watermarks (8) will tell 
whether the windows are tight.

the heating plant adequate? 


NOW, look at the heating plant— 
it represents a good share of the 
house cost. Has it a gas or oil burn- 
er, a stoker, or is it a hand-fired 
coal model? Automatic types are 
more desirable. Is the insulation 
covering the furnace in good repair 
(1)? If it is a coal burner, open the 
door (2) and look over the interior 
with a flashlight to make sure the 
fuel pot is not burned out, and 
that the grates are not warped. If 
you poor joints between 
sections of the fire pot, or that it 
may be burned out, burn some- 
thing in the furnace with a sharp 
odor, like tar paper. If there is a 
leak into the air jacket, you can 
notice the odor Look at 
the heat ducts: if one is turned off 
(8), it may mean the plant is 
insufficient, and one room is not 
heated in The pipe

7) also will give a clue: if it is 
flaked or blistered it means the 
furnace is too small, and is operated 
at an inefficient overload. Here’s

your chance to check the sound- 
ness of the chimney, too: Stick your 
knife into the mortar. If it crum- 
bles, remember that chimney re- 
pairs are expensive. Notice how 
the chimney passes through the 
floor overhead: it should be boxed 
by the framing (6), and have two 
inches clearance from the wood. 
There should be a cleanout door at 
the bottom of the chimney (4). 

If there is a fireplace on the floor 
above, notice whether the hearth is 
supported only by the floor fram- 
ing. If the hearth is built of heavy 
materials, one end should be sup- 
ported by the main fireplace ma- 
sonry—it will be stronger if the 
hearth support arches out (5) from 
the fireplace chimney base (this is 
called a trimmer arch). Also, a 
method should be provided to dis- 
pose of fireplace ashes in the base- 
ment (3), or outside, to keep dirt 
out of the living room. The fire- 
place, like all chimneys, should be 
separate from the house structure.

What do the doors, windows show? 





CHECK the condition of the win- 
dows’ pulleys and cords (1); make 
sure the sash hasn’t started rotting 
from exposure to weather with in- 
sufficient paint protection. Notice 
whether there are locks and win- 
dow lifts (2)—they’re sometimes 
left off for economy. Check also for 
weatherstripping on windows and 
doors (3). 

Is there a border of dust marks 
around the window trim (4)? That 
means the wind is coming in, and 
you'll have a big fuel bill. Are there 
watermarks under windows? If so, 
rain may have entered. 

Look at the trim or woodwork 


























around doors and windows, at the 
sill, baseboard, molding, and 
paneling. The joints should be 
tight—if they’re not (5), they were 
made by an unskilled carpenter. 
Also, the type of wood will provide 
a key to the amount of money that 
went into the house. Hardwood 
will wear better, but is more ex- 
pensive. Look for knots, cracks 
and pitch pockets (6). A gap be- 
tween the baseboard and floor (7) 
usually means the wood was green 
when laid down, or that the floor 
has settled. If the gap continues 
under the door casing (8) the floor 
has probably settled. 





Thump a wall, slam a door 






































IF THE wall is of solid brick, 
pound on it with your hand to de- 
termine whether plaster was ap- 
plied directly to the brick—it 
should be furred out (1) to provide 
air space, which will reduce con- 
densation. 

Slam the doors. If the walls 
vibrate, they're not as solid as they 
could be. A good wall will absorb 
most of the shock without vibra- 
tion. Make sure the catches and 
locks work, and examine all the 
hardware (2). Heavy exterior doors 
and those with full-length mirrors 
should have three hinges (3); 
that number isdesirable for all doors 
for best support. 

Door sills (4) should be of oak or 


metal; worn sills are another clue 
to the age of the house. 

If there are watermarks on the 
wall you can’t account for (5) it 
may be that insulation was applied 
without a proper vapor seal (water- 
proof membrane, like impregnated 
paper, on the room side of the in- 
sulation). If an area was missed in 
insulating, a dirt mark on the wall 
will result. Lath marks (6) also 
come from poor insulation. Water- 
marks near a chimney (7) may 
mean a leak in the chimney or poor 
flashing where it meets the roof. 
Take a look at the fireplace—it 
should be lined with firebrick (8) 
and have a workable damper.

The attic’s worth a visit, too 


AN unfinished attic provides an 
excellent place to check on the 
house structure. Rafters, like studs 
and joists, should be spaced 16 
inches apart at the center (1) Ex- 
amine the joints where the rafters 
meet the ridge (2 they indicate 
the skill of the mechanic who put 
them in place.

A permanent 


strawberry hed 


By F. E. Potter 


D... leave strawberries out of your garden just because 
you’ve been told a bed must be moved and replanted every 
two years. Here’s an idea for a permanent bed that will con- 
tinue to give abundant berries. Prepare soil as for any straw- 
berry bed. Plant everbearers 18 inches apart in rows, with 
30 inches between rows. Pick off all blossoms until July to 
let plants gain strength. Then follow steps below. Diagrams, 
of course, show only part of bed.

First year. When runners appear, root one from each plant 
to start a second row 10 inches away as shown. Pick off all 
other runners and keep blossoms removed from Row 2 all 
season. By late summer you can pick berries from first row. 


The next spring, start a third row with runners 
from Row 2, and keep it picked clean of blossoms as before. 
The first and second rows are now bearing all season. In the 


fall dig up Row 1, discard plants, and thoroughly fertilize. 


Third year. The following spring, use runners from Row 3 
to start row’to fill space where Row 1 had been. In the fall, 
of course, Row 2 will be dug up. Repeat the process each 
year digging up the oldest rows in the fall, fertilizing the 
soil, and then rooting new plants in empty space the follow- 
ing spring. Root a few extra plants to replace any that die.

Yes, you can stain unfinished furniture. Here 


is how to reach a durable, handsome finish

1, you have an eye on your budget most of the time, low-cost 
unfinished furniture may solve many of your furnishings problems. 

But every piece of unfinished furniture you buy brings you up 
against this immediate question—how should it be finished? 

You can paint it, of course, using enamel undercoat followed by 
two coats of quick-drying enamel. Or you can get a natural 
blonde finish with varnish and wax. 

But what if you prefer a stained finish, or want to match the 
piece to other furniture? Changing the color of soft white pine 
without hiding the grain can be dificult, for the wood is inclined 


Removing mars. Dents and mars must be smoothed, 
for staining accents defects. Shallow dents often can 
be raised with a damp cloth and a hot iron. Hide 
deep mars with wood filler. Add lacquer thinner to 
filler, and it will take stain. Glue splinters down

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Sanding. Before any finish is applied, sand with 
the grain, using 3-0 sandpaper on a padded block. 
Round corners slightly; finish won't stick if they're 
shorp. Remove greasy finger marks and glue drops, 
or spots will show. Dust with a turpentine cloth 


to soak up the stain rapidly and unevenly. But it can be done. 

The secret lies in using a slow-drying pigment oil stain. Don’t 
use penetrating stain; it strikes in too rapidly and is difficult to 
control. Water stain raises the grain and makes extra sanding 
necessary. Spirit stain evaporates too rapidly for easy use. 

The stain-finish technique shown in the photographs is almost 
foolproof. If you have access to spray-gun equipment, or even a 
vacuum cleaner attachment, you can get a smoother lacquer coat. 
As an alternate final finish, easier to apply but somewhat less 
durable, you could use three coats of flat or semi-gloss varnish.

are not sprayed again until the 
blossom petals have fallen, after 
the bees have gone. They are 
sprayed once later to control cod- 
ling moth and red spider. 

Some of the big greenhouses, 
particularly the big rose ranges 
with hundreds of thousands of 
square feet of glass, are equally im- 
pressive. They all look good, and 
parathion fumigation with aerosol 
bombs is almost universal 


Bow can any one insecticide do 


such a complete job on insects? 
Why does it kill both sucking and 
chewing insects, when other ma- 
terials won't? 

Here is the secret of parathion. It 
is three insecticides rolled into one. 
It kills by fumigation. It kills by 
contact. It kills as a stomach 
poison. The cleanout is complete. 
Eggs, pre-moult young,. adults 
Everything goes. Though it has 
almost no residual effect like DDT, 
killing weeks after application, it 
leaves no “‘seed”’ insects to reinfest 
the greenhouse, orchard, or gar- 
den. Not until a new flight or mi- 
gration reinfests the area will in- 
sects reappear. It has “reach” so 
that not only the insects that actu- 
ally touch it die—it destroys those 
anywhere near the area sprayed. 





DDT stored in your fat? 


Unlike DDT, parathion ap 
parently does not accumulate in 
the soil nor in one’s body fat. 
DDT is strange that way. Used 
repeatedly in an orchard or gar- 
den and turned under along with 
the plant residues, it remains 
there, insoluble, without chang- 
ing form. If enough accumulates, 
as experiments indicate it well 
may after 8 or 10 years, it can 
stunt plant growth. Its aceumu- 
lation in body fat is even 
stranger. If a cow eats feeds on 
which DDT residue remains, the 
DDT is given off in the butter- 
fat in her milk (you can make a 
good fly spray of it). If a hog 
eats such feeds, the DDT is 
stored in the hog’s fat. Then if 
you drink the milk or eat the 
pork, the DDT is stored in your 
fat. What happens from there on 
is unknown. DDT-fed rats have 
stored three times the killing 
dose of DDT in their fat, with- 
out harm. But suppose, because 
of diet or illness, you begin to 
consume this stored fat, releas- 
ing the poison into your blood 
stream—what then? 

Parathion doesn’t pose that 
threat. 








It is all but impossible to rate an 
insecticide in direct comparison 
with another. Parathion has been 
called ‘‘a hundred times more 
powerful than DDT.” In some 
ways, this is true. In others, per-

haps 10 times would be closer 
to the truth. In still others, like 
long-lasting effect, parathion can’t 
compare. This is both an advan- 
tage and a disadvantage. It is this 
long-lasting effect that has made 
DDT so dangerous to poll'nating 
insects and such a threat on foods 
to be eaten by man. It is this long- 
lasting effect that made DDT so 
effective in wartime against mos- 
quitoes and lice and filth, and has 
made it so effective as a household 
insecticide against flies and fleas 
and big bugs and moths. 


Bu what of insects that aren't 
touched by DDT—redspider-mite 
and aphids, for example—but are 
destroyed utterly by parathion? 
Does this give us a rating of infin- 
ity? If we must make a comparison, 
let’s put it this way: I know cf no 
single insect which can be killed 
better with DDT than with para- 
thion, and the reverse is tue of 
most economic insects 

In less than two vears, used as a 
dust, a spray, and an aerosol, para- 
thion became the most important 
insecticide in commerce, at least 
in the number of uses found for it. 
Although rather high in cost, it is 
being given preference for many 
uses where older insecticides have 
proved ineffective. Orchard opera- 
tors, disgusted with the failure of 
DDT to control mites, have wel- 
comed it with open arms. 


| & keep its record straight. It 
isn’t quite a universal insecticide. 
It has failed on cyclamen mite, 
sometimes a pest on outdoor flow- 
ers like delphinium. It has no effect 
on the hard forms of scale, though 
it will kill the soft yvoung form of 
the same species. Pill bugs or sow 
bugs seem to be able to roll up and 
shut out its toxic effects. I have 
also heard reports that the cotton 
boll weevil is not harmed by it 
Except for these few, however, I 
have not heard of any other eco- 
nomic insects it will not kill. Its 
poisonirg action seems to be much 
like that of the nerve-destroving 
DDT. It gives them the same death 
jitters. 

Against the flies that resist DDT, 
widely reported in the press lately, 
it seems fully effective 

There has been much talk this 
spring that the department of agri- 
culture wouid release parathion 
for use in home gardens. Maybe. 
There’s a lot about it that isn’t 
yet known. Possibly it will never 
be released. There is ample cause 
for caution. Obviously, any ma- 
terial so deadly to insects must 
have some harmful effect on warm- 
blooded animals as well. 


‘Tie cautions on the commercial 
packages alone would be enough 
to scare off most gardeners for life. 
Men applying parathion indoors 
look like visitors from Mars, with 
long rubber coats, rubber capes 
that cover the neck and head, and 
their faces covered with Mine 
Standards masks. They usually 
walk under a shower and wash off 
every vestige of the spray before 
touching their rubber clothing.

Even more unfortunate was the 
fire that turned Harry W.’s two- 
storv garage into a flat, black 
smudge. With a two-room apart- 
ment and bath on the second floor, 
the garage was worth about one- 
fifth as much as the main house. 
But Harry’s fire policy specified 
that the value of outbuildings 
could not exceed 10 percent of the 
policy, so he got only about half

, is a general misconception 
that the forming infant leads a 
cramped life, that it is folded tight- 
ly within the uterus. This is not 
true. At least in its early stage of 
development it floats lazily about 
in the amniotic fluid—which acts 
as a kind of shock absorber. A 
prospective mother may undergo 
violent injury—she may fall down 
Stairs. out a window, or be in- 
volved in an auto’ crash—but 
there is little likelihood of her baby 
suffering, even up to the time that 
birth is imminent. The watery 
bath in which the baby lives takes 
up shocks which might otherwise 
be fatal 

By the middle of the fourth 
month, the infant can twist its face 
into a grimace and contract eyes 
into a wink—even though eyelids 
are still fused together. It can swal- 
low, and it discharges urine into 
the fluid in which it floats. At this 
time, the mother feels the first stir- 
rings of life within her. The baby 
thrashes arms and legs but lacks en- 
ergy—and oxygen—for sustained 
movement. It cannot gulp air into 
its lungs to get oxygen it needs for 
any extended exercise—it has to 
depend on the supply available in 
tae mother’s blood. So, after a 
short period of wakefulness, it is 
tured and goes back to sleep. 


B, the fifth month, it has hair, 
eyebrows, and lashes, and weighs 
nearly two pounds. Its heartbeat is 
now detectable by ordinary clini- 
cal means such as the stethescope. 
Earlier, the faint beat could be 
heard only with elaborate ampli- 
fiers. In this connection, let’s 
straighten out another common 
misconception. There is a wide- 
spread, and erroneous, belief that 
Learts of girl babies beat more 
rapidly than those of boys—and 
that the physician can thereby tell 
the sex of the unborn child with 
his stethescope. There is no clinical 
support whatsoever for this belief. 
B, now, the baby is an alto- 
gether remarkable individual.

its full lifetime complement of 
nerve cells—a staggering total of 
12 billion of them! 

By the seventh month, the baby 
is complete enough to stand a good 
chance of survival if born prema- 
turely. An old wives’ tale states 
that a seven-months baby has a 
better chance of survival than an 
eight-months baby. This isn’t true. 
The longer a baby stays within its 
mother, the better its chances for 
life. In a sense, the eighth and ninth 
months are nature’s safety factors. 
The child has a chance if born be- 
fore, but it has a far better chance 
if given these two months in the 
womb to grow sturdier and strong- 
er 


| | this period, the placenta 
has assumed other tasks besides 
those of nourishing the baby and 
disposing of wastes. It has also 
become a gland of internal secre- 
tion. It would be impossible for the 
ovaries to secrete enough proges- 
terone to keep the enormously en- 
larged uterus quiet, to keep it from 
contracting and expelliny the fetus. 
Hence, the placenta starts manu- 
facturing progesterone. The pla- 
centa also starts making estrogen, 
another ovarian hormone, which 
is needed to stimulate tissue-build- 
ing in the uterus. Evidence now 
arrives that there is a third female 
sex hormone—one called relaxin. 
Its job is what its name implies: to 
relax tendons and tissues in the 
pelvic area to facilitate birth. 


ie its final stages of develop- 
ment, the baby takes the first steps 
toward acquiring a_ personality. 
He swallows and even makes 
breathing motions with his chest. 
He may even be subject to hiccups, 
or take up thumb-sucking. One 
physician reported an infant born 
with a sore and reddish thumb. 
While the doctor was examining 
it, the infant pulled it away, 
popped it into his mouth. 

Ihe forming baby reacts to ex- 
ternal environment. If its mother 
smokes a Cigarette, it derives 
enough nicotine irom her blood to 
speed up its heart. This, however, 
seems to do little or no harm. Some 
sounds apparently cause irritation 

or at least excitement—to the 


baby. Research men have found 
that certain sounds from tuning 
forks cause rapid movement of the 
baby’s arms and legs. 


White living its nesting existence, 
the baby is the world’s supreme 
egotist. It is an utterly selfish sprout 
of life, interested only in its own 
well-being. Without regard for his 
mother’s welfare, he draws on her 
for essential proteins with which to 
build tissue. He burdens her kid- 
neys with his own wastes; pushes 
her organs aside to make room for 
himself. To build a blood supply 
of his own, he draws heavily on her 
reserve of iron—possibly produc- 
ing anemia in her while remaining 
robustly healthy himself. 

He robs her teeth of calcium to 
build bones for himself, and takes 
glycogen—a starchy stuff that pro- 
vides energy—from her liver. He 
helps himself to whatever he wants. 
Yet, as always, there is a pattern 
and a wisdom here. Only by such 
selfishness can the baby insure his 
own survival. The mother can 
seek help from a hundred or a 
thousand people. The baby is com- 
pletely dependent on one. Thus, 
the baby prepares himself for the 
supreme moment of his life: his 
birth. 


CDae again, the mother’s body 
has undergone elaborate prepara- 
tions for the event. Nothing has 
been forgotten in the whole, vastly 
complex procedure. The placenta 
has generated enough surplus hor- 
mones to prepare the breasts for 
their waiting job. The breasts con- 
tain a treelike structure of milk 
ducts, the nipples representing the 
trunks. Under pressure of increased 
hormone production, these tree 
structures become enormously en- 
larged—shooting out thousands of 
new branches and twigs. 
Everything is in readiness to pro- 
vide food for the new life. Actual 
milk production, however, won't 
start until the pituitary gland at 
the base of the mother’s brain 
gives the word. A few hours after 
birth, it gives this word. It starts 
producing minute amounts of the 
hormone, prolactin. This, in turn, 
starts the breasts functioning.

pened within the mother’s body. 
The normally hard cervix, or 
mouth of the womb, through 
which the baby must pass, has 
changed in consistency. Medical 
students are taught that it is nor- 
mally of the approximate hardness 
of the tip of the nose, but that dur- 
ing pregnancy it becomes softened 
like the lips. The birth canal itself 
has been provided with a new sup- 
ply of blood vessels, and with a spe- 
cial lubricant to facilitate passage 
of the infant. Nothing has beea for- 
gotten. The moment of birth is at 
hand. 


Ha does the body decide that 


the child is ready to be born? 
Physicians would dearly love to 
have a sure answer for this ques- 
tion. If they knew what triggered 
labor, they might find a means of 
stopping labor when it started too 
early. Asthingssiand, there areonls 
guesses—some of them feeble 
as to how the body decides the 
moment has come 

One theory ts that the 
larged uterus has been stretched 
beyond its endurance 
expresses itself by contracting in an 


vastly en- 
The uterus 
effort to expel the irritant——the 
baby. Another theory is that the 
body chooses this moment to pro- 
duce a mysterious chemical which 
inaugurates labor, but no such 
chemical has ever been found 


A third theory has some support 
in experimental evidence. Just 
before the birth process begins 
there is a dramatically sharp 
decline in the amounts of sex hor- 
mones circulating in the blood. It 
appears possible that the placenta 
has become senile and is no longer 
able to produce the hormones 
which have made the uterus lie 
quiet for nine months. In any case, 
this rapid decline of hormones in 
the blood stream is a signal that 
labor is about to begin. The uterus, 
which is made up almost entirely 
of muscular tissue, starts rhythmic 
contractions 

The head of the baby —-over 95 
percent of all babies are head 
downward at the time of birth 
pushes with increasing force against 
the cervix. This opening, no larger 
than a pencil lead in nonpregnant 
women, must expand to four or 
five inches. To achieve this, rela- 
tively enormous forces are re- 
quired. It has been shown, for ex- 
ample, that a pull of as much as 
100 pounds is required for a for- 
ceps delivery.

pared itself for the job awaiting it 
As pregnancy advanced, it grew 
thicker and stronger at its upper 
levels, adding new ands of 
muscle tissue. At lower levels, it 
grew thinner. Thus, when the mo- 
ment arrived, it would be able to 
apply the greatest forces where 
they were most needed. The first 
pains—the first contractions of 
birth—usually rupture the ‘am- 
niouic sac. 

Up to this point, nature alone 
has been in command of the situa- 
tion—and is quite competent to 
finish the job. But the modern

physician has demonstrated an 
ability to complete the task with 
less danger and less pain. He has 
taken care to measure the pelvis 
to be sure that there is enough 
rooin in this bony cradle for pass- 
age of the infant’s head. If there is 
anv doubt, he may take stereoscop- 
ic three dimensional—X-ray pic- 
tures. Then he can see the size of 
the head in relation to the size of 
the pelvic ring. 

[he question of anesthesia looms 
large in every delivery. The physi- 
cian wants to spare the mother as 
much pain as possible. At the same 
time, he does not want to drug her 
so heavily that her muscular co- 
operation will be lost, or so that 
the infant will be drugged heavily 
enough to endanger its life. Walk- 
ing a professional ughtrope, the 
obstetrician has worked out an in- 
tricate schedule of anesthesia. A 
sample schedule would include a 
barbiturate to allay pain, plus sco- 
polamine to erase memory. These 
drugs are administered by hypo- 
derimic before the mother enters 
the delivery room 


O we on the table, with strong 
contractions coming with increas- 
ing regularity, the mother is given 
nitrous oxide (laughing gas) along 
with oxygen. She gets enough of 
this mixture to allay as much pain 
as possible without interfering with 
contractions. In the final stages of 
birth—when assistance of her 
muscles is no longer needed—she 
is given ether. 

Thus, a new life comes into the 
world—to greet the world with a 
cry of rage with its first lungfull of 
air. It is not a wonder that there 
are so many people on this earth 
It is a wonder that there are any at 
all. For the process which created 
each man or woman is a miracle 
almost beyond comprehension,

We shifted our porch

- the Hamans (page 7) we added a bay 


window in our living room. But unlike the Ha- 
mans, who removed their front porch, we only 
moved ours. 

The porch was our big problem. It shut out 
light and obstructed the view from the living 
room. It reduced the cross ventilation in one 
bedroom. On top of that, the floor was rotting 
away. 

Putting the porch on the south side solved 
everything. We still have a porch with a view 
and ventilation from three sides. But we also 
have double French doors into the living room 
that make the two areas seem like one. The bay 
window more than makes up for the light we 
lost when we knocked out two pairs of windows 
with useless window seats under them. 

While we were at it (we had to dig up the ma- 
terials before the contractor would take the job) 
we shifted the bathroom, kitchen, and second 
bedroom. The bath was in the sunny southeast 
corner, and the second bedroom in the middle 
of the north wall. By giving the kitchen a better 
lighted corner, and putting the bathroom on the 
north wall, we made both bedrooms larger. 

We salvaged as much material as possible 
from the walls we remodeled. Clapboards for 
the bay and gable over the porch came from the 
old porch. The bay was made partly from the 
old living-room windows, and all posts taken 
from the old porch were used in the new one.

you can use aluminum sheets—flat, corrugated, or 
crimped—or aluminum shingles, which are made pri- 
marily for roofing. More likely, though, you would use 
the new sidings that look like wood siding. 

Some of the siding comes in lengths of 10 to 16 feet, in 
widths of 4 inches and 8 inches. A man can carry on 
his shoulder enough siding to cover 200 square feet— 
the equivalent of about 800 pounds of lumber. 


‘a 
For remodeling or new construction, you use it over 
conventional sheathing, but some kinds are stiff enough 
to use directly over studding and building paper. This 
may be a desirable economy, especially for small] build- 
ings that are strongly enough framed to get along without 
the bracing effect of sheathing. 

These sidings appear in a number of finishes. The 
basic finish is plain aluminum, shiny when new, dull 
gray after weathering. Ordinarily, however, the siding is 
cleaned, primed, and painted. Some makers now supply 
siding with the prime coat already on, so all it needs is 
ordinary outside paint. 

A new surfacing process should make aluminum more 
popular as an unpainted material requiring no upkeep. 
In its various forms it is called pebbling, stippling, or 
texturizing. It gives an attractive mat surface. 

If you want your siding painted white, cream, or gray, 
there is something even newer that may appeal to you. 
Two manufacturers now offer aluminum siding with a 
smooth enamel finish baked on. It won't chip, crack, or 
buckle, they say; and you'll never have to paint it. 
| see aluminum roofs in their most common form 
every time you go for a drive in the country: corrugated 
sheets on barns and occasional farmhouses. 

For several reasons, including personal preference, 
other forms of aluminum are often used for roofing 
There are interlocking shingles in several sizes (8 by 
1414 inches is one of the larger sizes) that are nailed on 
like wood or composition shingles.

sheathing, are large V-crimp sheets. These give different, 
attractive lines, cost only a littke more than corrugated. 

Other forms of aluminum roofing resemble tradition- 
al copper and lead roofs. Standing seam is one variety. It 
adapts well to all roof shapes, gives a permanent surface 
unpierced by nails, and can be used on roofs with pitch as 
low as 2 inches to the foot. Putting it on is a job for a 
professional because it takes skill and special tools which 
the handy man probably wouldn’t have. 


Principal advantage of all these products is reflective 
insulation. Any aluminum roof reflects away most of the 
sun’s heat because of its surface. Oddly enough, it con- 
tinues to do this with nearly full effectiveness even after 
it has weathered to a dull gray. The weathering that 
keeps it from reflecting visible light is no handicap in 
getting rid of infrared heat rays. 

rhis insulating quality works both ways. The under- 
side of the aluminum layer reflects downward some of the 
heat that reaches it from below in cold weather, and thus 
it helps to keep your house warm in winter. 

Aluminum foil also can give your house reflective in- 
sulation. A typical product is two layers of the foil ce- 
mented to impregnated building paper that also forms a 
vapor barrier. [t is used in ceilings and side walls, often 
is stapled to studding or rafters. 

Since foil works by reflecting radiant heat, it is most 
efficient when used in the ceiling to keep out the heat of 
the summer sun. One layer will reflect up to 95 percent 
of this radiant heat. For this purpose—protection against 
the sun—foil gives maximum protection per dollar. 

Ducts, pipes, and vents of aluminum are showing up in 
new houses. For heating ducts, aluminum is light and 
handles easily; these same qualities show up in its use for 
plumbing vents. Electrical conduits often are aluminum 
now, and current-carrying wire itself may be aluminum, 
though copper remains the more common kind. 


. 
Sheet aluminum is more expensive than galvanized 
metal for flashing and those other jobs that keep your 
house free from leaks and insects. But it lasts a long time 
because it won't rust, and it never has to be painted. 
Eaves troughs and downspouts of aluminum will last 
as long as your house. You can buy them in three styles:

Garden clinic 


About 24-1 


I'm troubled by weeds growing up in my crushed 
rock and gravel paths. Is there any easy way to get 
rid of them? C. K. Y., Montana. 


2,4-D is the most effective remedy for most weeds with 
the exception of grasses. Use a coarse spray as shown, or try 
a dauber applicator with which you touch weeds you want 
to kill. Avoid fine spray, which might drift on other plants, 


and read bottle label to find correct concentration. 


I’ve been told that 2,4-D may take a month to kill 
weeds. Can I tell without waiting if I’ve missed any 


weeds? L. J. P.. Rhode Island.

You'll know within a week or less 
dandelions shows the typical effects of 2,4-D. Stems twist 
and curl wildly and may split open. Weeds gradually die, 
although some tough ones need more than one application. 
Complete kill may take several weeks, but when weeds 
start acting like these dandelions, it’s just a matter of time.

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Braiding rugs can be fun forall the family—it's that 
simple. Beth Jones leaves her half-finished braided

Braiding rugs isn’t hard. Beth 
Jones of Los Angeles has made 
out of old blankets 
and dye and heavy twine. Braided

rugs are a fine thing under a pine 
table or in an Early American 
room. They hug the floor and don’t 
curl or ridge underfoot. And they 
are the toughest and most usable of 
all homecraft rugs 

Need a rug? Here’s how to make 
one 

Dye your woolens in a large pan 
on the stove Follow directions on 
the package for dyeing woolens; 
this usually means boiling and stir- 
ring the wool for an hour to make 
it colorfast. Then hang the wool in 
the sun to dry. 

Next, tear the wool into strips 


Keep braid strips pulled tight 
two inches wide. Fold the edges un- 
der and to the middle so they meet 
in the center. Keep the smooth 
side of the strip on top of the rug. 
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Sew the ends of three strips 
together and braid for a length of 
several feet. Then wind the braid 
around and around to form the 
rug. Fasten one row of braid to 
another with a large blunt needle 
threaded with heavy cord or twine. 
Pass the needle through a loop of 
the braid on the rug, then through 
a loop of the braid being fastened, 


\ 


Fasten braids snug with cord or twine 
never skipping a loop. Sometimes 
you'll need to pass the 
through two loops to allow for the 
extra length of the new row, so 
keep the rug flat and check the 
braids. Otherwise, you'll have a 
braided basket instead of a rug 

When new strips must be joined 
to the braid, stitch them on the 
bias with carpet thread 

To finish the rug, taper the 
strips until they make a braid nar- 
row enough to tuck into a loop. 
Then secure the tuck-in on the 
underside with carpet thread.

Whirring wheel variation 


If you'd like to give your braided 
rug an unusual look, try this whir- 
ring wheel variation. Mrs. Mary 
Olive Lady, of Upland, California, 
has been making wheel rugs for 
over 30 years by using 13 one-inch 
strips (instead of three) and weav- 
ing them together into a firm, 
wide braid. 

Start the center with a regular 
three-strip braid and braid about 
one-half yard. Then add two more 
strips—sewing them to the under- 
side of the braid with carpet thread. 
Braid another half vard with five 
strips, then add two more strips 
Keep adding two new strips on the 
inside edge of the braid every half 
yard unul you have 13 strips in 
the braid. 


Add new strips 
on inside edge 
of braid 


Your braid will be about three 
yards long when you get all 13 
strips added. Continue braiding 
until your rug is nearly the finished 
size. Then drop two inside strips, 
braid for half a yard, drop two 
more, and so on until you have on- 
ly a three-strand braid left. Taper 
the strips until you can tuck the 
braid into a loop of the rug.

Those who favor socialized hous- 
ing got their program started in 
1937 with the passage of the United 
States Housing Act. This act cre- 
ated a United States Public Hous- 
ing Authority, (now called the 
Federal Public Housing Authority) 
and authorized $1,600,000,000 for 
the financing by the federal gov- 
ernment of so-called low-rent hous- 
ing projects (owned by state or lo- 
cal governments) for low-income 
families. 


of 
The act was supposed to aid 
national recovery by creating em- 
ployment and to clear and rebuild 
slum areas. The housing socialists 
have lobbied in each succeeding 
Congress for more government- 
owned housing. But where do they 
propose to stop? Some 203,000 
dwelling units, whose building was 
subsidized by the act of 1937, are 
government-owned and operated 
today. In addition, 538,000 units 
of “‘temporary” housing are gov- 
ernment-owned and_ operated 


Philip Klutznick, former head of 


F.P.H.A., said in effect that be- 


cause 38 percent of the families of 


this country could not afford to 
buy new homes, the government 
would have to provide them with 
public housing. That would mean 
15 million government-owned 
homes. Fortunately, both the Sev- 
enty-ninth Congress, controlled by 
the Democrats, and the Eightieth 
Congress, controlled by the Re- 
publicans, refused to start us down 
the road to housing socialism. 


Lers look at what has happened 
to the government-owned housing 
built so far. 

The facts are not easy to gather 
because of F.P.H.A.’s inefficient, 
confused, and inadequate records. 
The General Accounting Office 
found them so jumbled and inac- 
curate that it couldn’t audit them. 

However, if we analyze the re- 
ports of local housing authorities 
we discover some interesting and 
pertinent facts. The basic argu- 
ments for socialized housing are 
(1) it houses the poor, (2) it clears 
the slums. The facts reveal that it 
does neither. The records of the 
housing authority of one large city 
which owns and operates 5,077 
units of permanent public housing 
show that less than 10 percent of 
the families occupying these gov- 
ernment-owned houses are eligible 
for public assistance. Senator 


Joseph McCarthy, of Wisconsin, 


who headed the Joint Congression- 
al Committee on Housing, said: 
“In no area which our commit- 
tee visited did we ever find more 
than 4, 5, or 6 percent of the wel- 
fare group in public housing.”

= Boetiger talked about 
the village as quietly as a doctor 
discussing a sick patient. He cited 
cases and figures to back up his 
charges that his community has 
social poison in its veins. He quoted 
a report by two social workers, 
Arne Erickson and Alberta Soren- 
son, which cited a long list of fami- 
ly fights serious enough to bring 
the police. 

“Juvenile delinquency, in the 
project, is rising,” says Reverend 
Boetiger. During summer vacation 
$3,000 worth of windows were 
smashed in three schoolhouses 

He adds: “Mrs. Edna MacFar- 
lan, visiting teacher for the Willow 
Run school district, has 80 children 
on her case load. Of them, 21 are 
from broken homes, six the result 
of desertion, three are illegitimate, 
and we know of others 

“We have problems of common 
law ‘marriage’, social disease, and 
families where wife beating is the 
rule, not the exception.”

Concrete dye 


A concrete dye does not merely coat the surface; it 
penetrates well into the material and cannot wear off. 
This is a great advantage, but it also means the work must 
be done exactly right. You should apply dye only to con- 
crete that is thoroughly clean and acid-etched to permit 
dye to penetrate deeply. 


Cleaning is the first job; you must remove all .oil,

If the floor has not been painted, the job is relatively 
simple.

Old paint is tough to remove, 
but lye treatment will work.

Keep brace oiled, bits keen 


A brace is useful drilling tool for home use. It will take the 
largest bits, but will also handle the smallest of square- 
shanked bits or drills. Correct grip shown lets you sight and 
guide the bit at a right angle. A good brace should 
have a smooth-acting ratchet and spring-action jaws 


Arrows show the oiling points 
on an ordinary brace. Working 
from the top down along the 
crank are: head oiling hole, 
ends of crank-handle collar, 
ratchet dogs and collar, chuck 
shaft, and chuck shell. Jaws in- 
side shell are the parts that get 
the most wear, but they can be 
removed and replaced by un- 
screwing the shell all the way 
off from the inner chuck shaft 


Ca atte : 
These are the four varieties of bits most commonly used with a brace: 
1) countersink bit used to make conical recesses for flat-headed screws; 
2) expansive bit, used to drill holes from 1 to 3 inches in diameter; 
3) screwdriver bit, for fast work with a large number of screws or for 
heavy screwdriving; 4) auger bit, for holes '/g to 1 inch in diameter 
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The depth-cutting edges of a 
bit are nothing more than two 
chisel edges at the ends of the 
twists. File them as pictured, on 
the upward (tang) side of the 
edge, pressing only on the for- 
ward stroke. Don't file on the 
side toward the lead screw, or 
your cutters will only slide on 
the wood like ski points. Be 
careful not to cut your hands on 
the sharp lead screw and lips 


To sharpen an auger or twist 
bit, ure a file, clamping the bit 
ina vise. A three-cornered file 
is adequate, but a special file is 
made for this purpose. Sharpen 
the lips as you would a chisel, 
observing the 20-degree angle 
and leaving the outside curve 
of the lips untouched except 
for trimming off the wire edges 





Tighten up pliers 


Pliers are simple to hold; just 
lay them across your palm and 
close your fingers around the 
handles. A grip with the little 
finger inside one handle will 
let you open the jaws easily 
without using the other hand 
With the jaws wide open, pivot 
bolt will slide into the other 
hole, giving pliers a wider bite 
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If the pivot nut and bolt should 
loosen, wire-cutting and grip- 
ping action of pliers will be im- 
paired. Tighten bolt and nut for 
free play without wobbling, 
then lock nut tight with a cen- 
ter punch. The fine serrations at 
the jaw ends and the coarser 
ones at the middle should be 
kept clean; rake them out with 
a wire brush or a sharp three- 
cornered file when necessary

File screwdriver blade square and flat 


Correct grip on screwdriver 
circles handle with fingers 
and thumb for twist, uses 
forefinger for guidance, 
heel pad for push (left).

When you use a chisel, keep 
your free hand behind cutt ng 
edge Chisel grip is like crew- 
driver grip, but left hand is used 
to direct and apply pressure to 
the blade. Use chisel with bevel 
up. Tap only with leather 
wood, or plastic mallet. Diag- 
onal strokes give cleanest cut 


Don't grind chisel or other 
edged tool unless you have a 
water-bath stone to prevent 
burning away of temper.

Solitary confinement never helped any-

a high chairs, low chairs, walkers, and 


little tables with seats set in, each is fine for its 
purpose. But none of them was intended to 
serve as a place of solitary confinement for your 
baby. Yet that’s what they become all too often. 

No mother means to put her baby in jail and 
keep him there. But for reasons of safety, con- 
venience, and cleanliness, it often happens that 
Baby is placed in his playpen, or strapped in a 
chair or walker, and left there much longer than 
is good for him 

The younger baby, of sitting-up age, still 
needs to develop control of his muscles by rolling 
over, stretching flat on his stomach, lving on his 


back, kicking, reaching, and pulling himself up 


to a sitting position. He can’t do these things if 


he is strapped in a chair for all his waking hours. 
It’s easy to leave your baby in a teeter swing 


for long periods because he seems content—or 


even if he fusses, because you can satisfy him by 
handing him a different toy or jouncing him up 
and down. But just a-sittin’ and a-lookin’ is a 
dull occupation for babies, just as it is for adults. 


Let your baby have his meals in his chair. He 
may sit awhile at other times, too. But keep the 
periods short. Then transfer him to his playpen 
or a pad on the floor. There, he'll have his 
chance to move about—and creep, when he 
gets ready. 

For the older baby though, a playpen may be- 
come a prison instead of a place of freedom. He 
can’t satisfy his curiosity about the world as long 
as he’s bounded by a fence. He wants to reach 
and touch all that he sees. 

This urge comes earlier to some babies than 
to others. When you deny it and force vour baby 
to stay put, he may rebel | Turn to page 236

feed about 5 pounds plant food per 100 feet of bed. Prune 
hardy climbing roses which have finished blooming. 

Plant heat-loving annuals like balsam, cockscomh, zinnias, 
and marigold; also plant cannas, dahlias, ismene, montbre- 
tias, tuberoses, and zephyranthes except in Florida and Gulf 
Coast 

Dust azaleas and camellias with sulfur if red spider gets 
bad-—grayish foliage is a sign of this pest. Use an oil emulsion 
for scale, but pick a cool day for application. Spray with DDI 
in oil emulsion for white fly on gardenias. 

Transplant palms in Lower South. Prune spring-flowering 
shrubs if you haven't already; it’s still not too late. Divide 


or plant both hardy and half-hardy waterlilies. 


TEXAS-SOUTHWEST 


Plant seeds or seedlings of petunias, verbenas, coleus, and 
other shallow-rooted flowers to fill empty spots left by spring- 
flowering bulbs. Plant morning-glories and moonvines where 
screens are wanted quickly; soak seeds before planting. 

Prune rambler roses and wisteria immediately after flower- 
ing to encourage new growth. 

Spray euonymus with miscible oil to control scale: spray 
hollyhocks to prevent rust. Hand-pick and burn bagworms. 

Plant seeds of tithonias, sunflowers, and princess feather 
(amaranthus) in full sun; plant lantana, stocks, wallflower 
for late-summer bloom. Sow columbine seed as soon as ma- 
tured, preferably in shade of a bush or shrub. 

Dig, divide, and reset bulbs of habranthus lily and Guern- 
sey lily (Lycorts radiata) for early fall bloom.

Spray or dust rosebushes every 10 days, water once a week 
if weather is dry. Give each bush one ounce complete plant 
food (4-12-4) every two weeks and water it in. 

Set out transplants of broccoli, cabbage, cauliflower, and 
kohlrabi; transplant tomatoes only after frost danger is past. 
Plant cucumber and squash in rich soil after May 15. 

Sow seeds of hardy and half-hardy quick-growing annuals 
like zinnias, marigolds, annual phlox. Set out slow-growing 
annuals like snapdragon, stocks, and petunias started in- 
doors; wait until May 20 to plant morning-glories, salvias, 
cannas and other flowers which don’t grow well until ground 
is warm.

Place poison bait around strawberry plants to kill straw- 
berry weevil grubs; spray broad-leaved evergreens against 


the same pest with lead arsenate about May 15

Cut delphiniums back to the soil and feed and water to 
encourage new shoots. Pinch out tips of chrysanthemums 
every few weeks to keep plants branchy. Move gerberas and 
Transvaal daisies; remake old canna beds by dividing clumps. 

Add sulfur to soil or use one of the new special plant foods 
for acid-loving plants like azaleas and rhododendrons, es- 
pecially if they are turning yellow. 

Keep roses free of black spot by dusting every 10 days with 
a dust containing both sulfur and lead arsenate. Spray glad- 
iolus for thrips; put out bait for snails and slugs.

How to treat your bulbs before planting 


Treat gladiclus bulbs before 
planting to kill thrips and some 
of the common diseoses of 
glads. Fill a tub with water and 
add 1!'/5 tablespoonfuls of 
Lysol for each gallon of water 


Wrap bulbs in several thick- 
nesses of newspaper and label 
each variety. Burlap or cloth 
sacks are good fo: large quan- 
tities. Avoid paper bags; they 
often come apart in the liquid 


Place packages in the solution 
and keep them entirely sub- 
merged for three hours. If 
necessary, use bricks or stones 
to keep them below the surface 


After three hours, remove 
bulbs and place them on a 
coarse screen to drain. Plant 
while still damp. Corrosive sub- 
limate, one tablet to each pint 
of water, can be used instead 
of Lysol to treat your bulbs

A place in the sun, [np selecting a 
spot for your new irises, remember 
that they'll need lots of sunshine 
and good soil that drains well 
Many people grow them success- 
fully along with delphiniums, col- 
umbines, lupines, Oriental pop- 
pies, and the like in perennial 
borders. Their clumps become 
bold and beautiful accents, easily 
dominating the scene at flowering 
time. But in such mixed plantings, 
be sure to employ a “‘good neigh- 
bor” poli V and good neighbors 
for irises are plants with light 
foliage that will not throw dense 


shade or hinder free circulation of 


air about the iris clumps. 


Geod drainage is so important 
that a standard practice in mak- 
ing iris beds is to put a raised edg- 
ing of brick or stone around them 
so as to hold the soil level several 
inches above surrounding ground 
For individual plants in a mixed 
border the soil may be. simply 
“hilled up.” Since iris rhizomes 
grow right at the surface, even a 
slight elevation will help drain 
water away from them quickly 


Soil. If vou’re blessed with reason- 
ably good garden dirt, there’s no 
need of elaborate preparation 
Almost certainly it will grow fine 
irises. Even among experienced 
iris fanciers there are two schools 
f thought on both the initial soil 
enrichment and subseque.t appli- 
cations of food 
The “play safe” proponents will 
sprinkle bonemeal heavily over a 
new bed, then throw on a two- or 
three-inch blanket of compost and 
fork it in well. They feel that these 
additions are helpful and perfectly 
to use. Heavy fertilization 
they claim—especially with ma- 
terials having a high nitrogen con- 
tent—may lead to lush growth 
and later rotting of the rhizomes 


Feed ‘em and reap! But perhaps 
you'll string along with the 
“bloom-or-bust’” bovs who cer- 
tainly do grow gorgeous big irises 
Spade all of the dirt of your 
bed for a de pth of 8 to 10 inches, 
1en loosen up the bottom 
a fork. Pile about a fourth of 
excavated soil to one side, and 
shoveling the rest back into 
adding to it as much as a 
bucketful of rotted cow 
nure (or somewhat less of pul- 
verized sheep manure plus a 
quarter pound of balanced garden 
int food for each square foot of 
bed area. Compost, too, may be 
worked in as freely as you please, 
and some growers use sprinklings 
of bonemeal, superphosphate and 
wood ashes in addition to the com- 
plete plant food. 

\ll ingredients, of course, are 
turned and chopped thoroughly 
into the soil as the bed is refilled 
If the dirt happens to be of a sticky 
texture, this is a fine time to work 
in enough sand to loosen it up 
Also, if vou’re in a section where 
azaleas and rhododendrons thrive, 
the ground is probably more acid 
than tall bearded irises will like, 
and a good snow of ground lime-

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term loans from the federal gov- 
ernment to finance decent homes 
for themselves, or their tenants, 
sharecroppers, or laborers. If the 
farm income is adequate to cover 
living costs and payments on the 
loan, there would be no other as- 
sistance. If the income is inade- 
quate, however, the government 
would provide subsidies for 10 
years to cover interest and part of 
the principal payments, provided 
the farmer agrees to undertake a 
farm-improvement program that 
will eventually provide an ade- 
quate income. 

I do not claim that the program 
I have been describing will solve 
the housing problem overnight. 
Rather, I think of it as a good be- 
ginning in a long-range effort. All 
of us who have sponsored and sup- 
ported this legislation hope that 
private enterprise will expand its 
area ol operations until itis, in fact, 
serving the housing needs of all 
Americans. When that time comes 
we shall no longer need to have 
much of the program which now is 
necessary. 

I do not believe that our democ- 
racy can afford to be unmindful 
of this most fundamental need of 
the American people. That is why 
I have insisted that housing legisla- 
tion contain a_ declaration of 
national housing policy—a decla- 
ration to the effect that general wel- 
fare and security of the nation and 
the health and living standards of 
its people require the elimination 
of slums and blighted areas, the 
realization of a decent home and a 
suitable environment for every 
American family, and the develop- 
ment and redevelopment of our 
communities to advance the growth 
and wealth of the nation 

With this declaration of policy 
and the specific programs to back 
it up, we shall offer hope to the mil- 
lions of Americans who are now ill- 
housed and we shall help in the 
solution of many other social and 
economic evils. And we shall be 
demonstrating to the world that a 
free nation operating under a gov- 
ernment by the people can serve 
the people’s -needs.

Sempervivums (hen and chicks) are 
ideal for small crannies. Use large 
types near webby ones for contrast 


ing—are good choices. Shear rag- 
ged foliage after blooming and new 
will form quickly. Pinks—like 
Maiden pink and Cheddar pink 
flower in summer but have good 
foliage the year around. Dalmatian 
bellflower (Campanula portenschlag- 
tana) has blue flowers in summer. 
Of the sedums, Goldmoss (Sedum 
acre) spreads widely but clings to 
rocks with an almost mosslike ever- 
green foliage. The Sedum 
brevifolium and Sedum 
spathifolium are also evergreen, 
and completely different. 

Perhaps your wall needs only 
bold clumps here and there. Turn 
to violas (especially Jersey Gem), 
lunica saxifraga, perennial candy- 
tuft, and alpine wallflower. Grass 
pinks give sull larger clumps—and 
the old white variety, Mrs. Sinkins, 
blooms all Violas will 
grow in partial shade; also use 
long-season Yellow Corydalis and 
primroses for clumps in light shade. 

Walls of ledge rock beautiful in 
themselves need only small plants 
in crevices: the Encrusted saxif- 
rages, small, webby sempervivums, 
and the tiny tufted harebells. In 
shade there’s moisture try 
also the mossy saxifrages and small

golden alyssum, blue leadwort 
(Blue ceratostigma), lemon and 
downy thymes, nepeta, trailing- 
type petunias and rockspray (Cof- 
oneaster microphylla) with its ever- 
green foliage and bright red 
winter berries. Evergreen trailing 
junipers are good above high walls. 

Correct planting is just as im- 
poftant as selecting the right 
plants. If your wall has poor soil 
behind it, you may have to scoop 
some of it out. Not all, just enough 
to mix in peatmoss, compost or 
other humus to loosen the soil. Mix 
in a good plant food for the im- 
mediate needs of your plants and 
a little slow-acting bonemeal for 
future needs. If digging sounds too 


Alpine asters need no coddling, and 
give you a wealth of yellow-centered 
lavender flowers from May to July 
formidable, you can do a fair job 
by poking holes behind the wall 
and sifting plant food and 
post down into them 

Keep plants in a shaded pail 
with roots moist. Spread out roots 
in a fan shape as you set them in 
the wall. If vow’re building your 
wall, fill with good soil and plant 
in the crevices as you lav the rocks 
In an old wall, clean out crevices 
with a chisel or pick, wrap roots in 
wet sphagnum moss, and slide 
them back into the openings on a 
flat trowel or narrow shingle. Have 
crowns higher than the roots 

Vater from the front at first 
until roots have grown back. Soak- 
ing the crowns can harm them, so 
reach back of them with a long- 
spout watering can. After roots 
have grown through wall you can 
water entirely from the top and be- 
hind the wall with a hose. Be care- 
ful not to wash out soil, and give 
enough water so it soaks way down 
behind the wall.

cause of that rain. I got in the first 
planting of sweet corn. I put out 
several hybrids, which will mature 
at different times, to give a succes- 
sion of corn coming on. As usual, | 
used a pinch of seed disinfectant to 
protect corn against damping oft. 


May 2@ This has been my “happy 
and hobble” day—an annual af- 
fair. Happy in the beginning, be- 
cause at last, sun has turned warm 
as wyll as bright. 

First came the mums. On the 
bed Donald had prepared, I put on 
two bales of peatmoss, and there's 
where I ruined my back, lifting 
and hauling them on the wheel- 
barrow. Anyhow, I scattered this 
peat over the bed and worked it 
into the topsoil with the cultivator. 
Mums thrive in peatmoss. 

I set my mum plants down three 
to four inches deep. As soon as 
planted 1 watered them in, with 
water in which I had dissolved 
plant food to give them a quick 
start. Tomorrow I'll pull dry soil 
over the damp spaces. 

Back in the vegetable garden, I 
put out six rows of bush beans 
Kevstonian, Logan, and Tender- 
pod. Then two rows of those mixed 
glads. Here I ruined my hand, as I 
used a big seven-inch trowel to get 
those bulbs down five to six inches. 
That trowel handle wore a big 
blister. In setting out glads, I do 
not use any plant food. I wait unul 
spikes begin to form, then make a 
side application. This is my lazy 
man’s way, but recent research 
vindicates it. 

This became hobble day when 
the supper bell rang late and I 
started toward the house. I had 
plumb ruined my anatomy, so I 
could barely stagger in. 


Maw 21 First chore was an argu- 
ment with myself as to whether I 
should weed the iris or hoe new 
strawberries. Strawberries won.

May 22 Saturday—and time to 
make a belated planting of our 
main crop of potatoes. Donald re- 
belled at my boondoggle way of 
doing this and lit out for town. He 
came back with a double shovel 
and rigged this onto the back of 
our garden tractor. 

This contraption cost $16. But 
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in less time than I could cut the 
pieces of seeds, he had the furrows 
made. We planted five rows. He 
made another furrow and we 
planted a row of glads—and no 
blisters on my hand. Still another 
furrow, six inches or so deep—and 
we planted a row of dahlias here. 

First, | laid the dahlia tubers in 
the bottom. Then I sprinkled a 
thin band of plant food around 
each tuber, out four to six inches 
from it. Al Eggert, our local dahlia 
authority, says this is the way to do 
it for it gets the plant food down in 
the ground, where it will be ready 
when root growth reaches it 

Final detail was to pull about an 
inch of soil carefully each 
tuber. After the dahlia plants come 
up, as I cultivate, I'll fill up the 
trench gradually

Even grandmothers use nico- 
tine sulfate with no more precau- 
tion than they would use in handling 
strong tea, and continue to live on 
We do hear of cases of nicotine sul- 
fate poisoning, but very, very few 
considering its highly 
character. I know operators who ap- 
ply parathion without protective 
equipment. I certainly wouldn’t do 
so myself, but it has been done 
Rose growers often cut their 
stock for market the second day 
after fumigating with parathion 
They handle roses by the thou- 
sands. None has reported any 
symptoms of poisoning yet.

iF is possible that after we learn 
its limitations, we can get by with 
such simple precautions as wearing 
a good dust mask, and applying 
the material to the windward of 
the plants being treated. 

In the meantime, there are no 
surpluses of parathion: the demand 
by experienced commercial opera- 
tors far exceeds the supply. Manu- 
facturers are glad to pass up the 
amateur market temporarily until 
they need the business.
